5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
deals with an insulating tape comprising a slip layer between the inner and outer 
conductive layer, wherein the stick layer comprises a non stick coated porous glass 
tape and a conductive interweave interwoven with the slip layer, wherein the slip layer is 
wrapped around the electrical conductor in an overlapping manner that allows the 
conductive interweave to maintain contact with the inner and outer conductive layer 
through the width of the conductive interweave (claim 1 ). This invention also deals with
